Last year, attendance for class­ 
es from kindergarten t h r o u g h 
eighth grade was set at 1.987 on 
the first day of the fall term.

BAYONNE. N. J 
0IPH — The 
head car of the Jersey Central 
Railroad 
train 
t h a t 
plunged 
through an open drawbridge Mon­ 
day was raised from the bottom 
of Newark Bay today, bearing on 
its badly smashed roof the body 
of a man. 
He was the twenty-first victim 
recovered f r o m the waters and 
coaches beneath the drawbridge. 
An undetermined number o( pas­ 
sengers and train crew still were 
missing. 


NO DEAD W ER E visible inside 
the car as it was swung up by a 
huge floating crane and h e l d 
above the bay while mucky water 
drained from it. The car had been 
a’ "deadhead" and was believed 
to have carried only three per­ 
sons, two of whom escaped. 
Still to be raised was the third 
car which plunged off the bridge 
It had hung half to and half out 
of the water long enough for many 
of its occupants to climb lo safe­ 
ty. but a number of its Monday 
morning passenger» were believed 
entombed in it.

Texas Area Hit 
By Flash Floods

Flash floods poured over t h e 
Midland-Odessa, Tex., area Mon­ 
day night and along sections of 
the Rio Grande River following

The rain ranged along the edge 
of a cool 
Canadian air m a s s 
stretching from the Upper Great 
Lakes to Texas and hitting hard­ 
est in the Texas panhandle. 


MORE THAN TWO inches 
of 
rain swept Midland in a brief 
period, sending floodwaters cours­ 
ing through the streets. The high 
water was blamed for the derail­ 
ment of 15 cars of a Texas and 
Pacific freight train east of Odes­ 
sa, Tex. No one was injured. 
The 
rain-gorged 
Rio 
Grande 
raged over its banks to a lepth 
of eight feet, flooding 300 acres 
of cotton land near Presidio, Tex. 
and

rains 
along 
the storm front included nearly 2 
inches at Kansas City, Mo., and 
about 1 inch at Peoria. 111. 
A small and unusual pocket of 
cold air pushed across Eastern 
Colorado during the night, lower­ 
ing temperatures into the 30s and 
sprinkling Colorado Springs with 
light snow. 
Colorado springs also reported 
93-inch of rain as moderate to 
heavy precipitation 
accompanied 
the isolated cold air mass. 
Showers were predicted for the 
entire Eastern Seaboard and the 
Gulf Coast today, and extending 
west through the Ohio Valley and 
Southern Plains. 
Cooler weather was expected in 
the Upper Great Lakes and Upper 
Mississippi Valley. A few after 
noon showers were seen for the 
Rockies, but generally fair weath­ 
er was expected to prevail west 
of the divide except for a fe w 
showers along the North Pacific 
Coast.

Use of Bases 


TOKYO — (UPB — The S o v i e t 
Union demanded today that Japan 
deny the United States use of mil­ 
itary base* on its 
territory be 
cause of American "aggressive” 
activity in the Formosa crisis. 
A protest note delivered to the 
Japanese 
Foreign 
Ministry 
ac 
cused U.S. forces of openly using 
Japanese territory for "provoca­ 
tive. aggressive actions' against 
Communst China. It also quoted 
news reports to the 
effect that 
American force* in Japan have 
"completed their battle prepara­ 
tions." 


RUSSIA WARNED that even U 
Japan did not wish to become in­ 
volved in any outbreak of hostili­ 
ties in the Formosa Strait area, 
"it cannot be helped if Japan is 
considred a party to aggression” 
should the United States continue 
to use the bases. 
In Tokyo, observers considered 
the note a skillful attempt to pres 
sure the Japanese government in­ 
to drastic action to revise the 1951 
security agreement with the Unit­ 
ed States. 


TALKS TO REVISE the agree­ 
ment are scheduled to open in 
Tokyo shortly. 
The note was delivered hy Ni­ 
colai B Adyrkhaev. counsellor of 
the Soviet embassy here.

Warn That Polio Should 
Not Be Counted Out

I nlted Press International 
NEW YORK (DPI - Don’t count 
out paralytic polio — especially if 
you are under 40 and have not 
yet had your three vaccine shots. 
Surgeon General Leroy Burney, 
head of the U. S. Public Health 
Service, and Dr 
T h o m a s M. 
Rivers, director of medical affairs 
for the National Foundation, have 
hoisted storm warnings for those 
who still m ay be victims. 
The e x p e r t s know that the 
polio epidemic of old 
can 
flare 
anew among the unvaccinated. 
And forty million persons under 
40 have not had even 
one shot 
of polio vaccine, said the two. 
If you are one of these, says 
Rivers, you should know that the 
best 
insurance 
against 
paraly­ 
tic polio still is a vaccination. 
And it 
is 
shocking 
that 
at 
this late date, with another polio 
season upon us. so m any people 
still have not had their full series 
of inoculations." he said "In some 
areas of the country there have 
been more paralvtic polio cases 
this year than there was l a s t 
year There 
are enough 
people 
unvaccinated to m ake me f e e l 
concerned — especially those of 
pre-school age 
and 
adults from 
20 to 40. 
The next four weeks will see 
polio rise to its 
peak 
for 1958. 
ThdSe who have not yet b e e n 
vaccinated should be. and those 
who have begun their series of 
three injections should make sure 
to continue them .” 
If you think polio is "kid stuff.’’ 
take a look at the latest report 
from the Public Health Service. 
During 1957. 691 persons over age 
20 were paralyzed. 
Most 
cases 
are 
preventable 
tragedies. One case was that of 
the y o u n g 
Army 
officer who 
wouldn't rest until his wife and 


three children 
had three 
polio 
shots. But he forgot about him­ 
self. only to be struck by total 
paralysis. Age 
34.
